The news of the resignation of 
Priemier Briand of France comes 
as a great surprise. ‘The republic 
has had no counterparts of Mac- 
donald or Laurier or.

change of the moon, but there! yoy against the entire nation? 


has been more stability of recent 
years and M. Briand was thought 
to have emerged very successfully 
from the difficulties which have 
been threatening him fer some 
time past. 

‘The circumstances surounding 
his downfall have unusual inter- 
est. ‘I'he state owned railway 
lines have had a strike on their 
hands. ‘Ihe government has been 
strictly on the defensive in regard 
to jis methods of handling. the 
trouble. It had the power to call 
out the railway employes for mili- 
tary service and it availed itself 
of this statutory provision to foree 
them back to their duties. The 
Socialists attacked the micasure 
with fury, directing this in parti- 
cular against Mr. Briand, who en- 
tered public life as a member of 
their party, but who has like so 
many others felt the sobering in- 
fluence of official responsibility. 
His critics frequently cited his ut- 
terances of ten and fifteen years 
back as justifigation of the course 
‘that they were pursuing. He 
made a great speech at the end ot 
last week in his own defence and 
was sustained in the Chamber of 
Deputies but internal dissensions, 
due to feeling engendered over the 
strike, have now forced him into 
retirement. 

The incident serves to illustrate 
the difficulties attendant on the 
administration of large utilities by 
the state. Once politics gets mix- 
ed up with their management, 
there is no telling where the trou- 
ble will end. The minister of pub- 
lic works sought support for cer- 
tain of his railway measures onsthe 
ground that the employes would 
secure better treatment as a result. 
‘The employes were not slow to 
take advantage of the liberal spirit 
thus displayed and became bolder 
in their demands, a strike order 
finally being issued. 

M. Yves Guyot, the distinguish- 
ed political economist, tells in the 
London Daily Mail of recent date 
of tthe course of events. It is evi- 
dent that he is not altogether un- 
prejudiced but what he says gives 
an idea of the situation: 

“M. Briand has himself stated 
that he considered this strike to be 
a revolutionary movement. Why, 
then, did ‘he allow it to grow up 
unchecked? The head of the po- 
lice force stated that he knew of 
the departure ‘by motor-car of 
thirty delegates who were to give 
the sign for the strike and for 
“sabotage.” Why did he aflow 
them to leave? ‘The men obeyed 
the orders thus given, overthrew 
locomotives, broke or rendered 
useless switches, and obstructed 
or tore up the lines, as at. Achere. 
Those are misdemeanours or 
crimes punishable by Jaw. Cer- 
tain strikers attacked trains. 
Others attacked switchmen and 
threatened them with revolvers. 
The Government allowed this or- 
ganization of ruffianism to go on 
unchecked, and allowed the em- 
ployes of the railways to be open- 
ly incited in meetings held in the 

ourse du Travail. © Moreover 
the custom of granting a periodi- 
cal amnesty to those guilty of 
strike offences has grown up. 
‘These amnesties ensure impunity 
for the authors of even such ser- 
ious crimes as pillage and arson. 

“M. Millerand having rein- 
stated the postal servants who 
went on strike, ever the worst 
of the leaders of the railway seyr- 
vants now comfort themselves 
with the assurance that they do 
not even risk their employment.

WHAT OTHERS SAY. 


CULTIVATE ARGENTINA 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The other day a man who has a 
general knowledge of South American 
conditions and who is specially in- 
formed regarding Argentina remarked 
that the opportunities there were so 
vast that the manufacturers and mer- 
chants of this country would be justi- 
fied in ignoring the far east and con- 
centrating their efforts upon the 
southern continent. They would have 
done that already, perhaps, if they had 
not fallen under the spell of mere 
numbers, The merchants, fascinated 
by the teeming millious of China, have 
disregarded contemptuously the 
meagre population of Argentina. He 
has fancied that if he could only get 
at those millions his fortune would 
be made. It has never occurred to 
him that they were horribly poor, and 
that the purchasing power of a score 
of them did not equal that of one Chi- 
cago newsboy. 

It is not mere numbers which count, 
but willingness and ability to spend. 
The Chinese may have the one but 
they lack the other. Look at the 
figures. In spite of all that has been 
said and done to build up trade with 
China we could get them to buy dur- 
ing the eight months ending = with 
August only $15,500,000 worth of 
goods, ‘This includes ithe shipments to 
Hongkong. During ihe same time 
Argentina took $27,000,000 worth. 

It would have taken more if the en- 
ergy expended on China had been de- 
voted to it. Railroads are opening 
up the country, capital is flowing in, 
labor is in demand and wages are in- 
creasing. The shrewd merchant. who 
is hunting for markets studies the 
wage scales of different countries, for 
he knows that where they are the 
highest he will find the best buyers. 
If wages were not so infinitesimal in 
China the “open door” would be of 
greater value. 

China should not be ignored alto- 
gether, for it has a future, but Argen- 
tina is a field, nearer home which 
should be cultivated with great assid- 


uity. Do not forget that for every 
$4 worth of goods an Argentino buys 
of us the Chinaman buys about 3 
cents worth.

The end avill come only when 
the business of the farmer is 
placed upon the same footing as 
that of other clases. It will end 
only when the farmer gets a fair 
price for what he produces and 
pays a fair price for what he 
consumes.—George Fisher Chip- 
man, in The Canadian Magazine 
for November.

BRITISH SHIPBUILDING 

From Lloyd's register of Shipping. 
Excluding warships, there were 368 
vessels of 1,154,197 tons gross, under 
construction in the United Kingdom 
at the close of the quarter ended Sep- 
tember 20, Of this total the tonnage 
of sailing vessels amounted to only 
3,713. The tonnage now under con- 
struction is about 36,000 tons more 
than that which was in hand at the 
end of last quarter, and exceeds by 
376,000 tons the total building twelve 
months ago. Germany comes next to 
Great Britain in the Jist with fifty ves- 
sels, and a total tonnage of 139,117, 
excluding warships and vessels under 
1oo tons. There are seven war vessels 
under construction at the Royal Dock- 
yards. Two are at Devonport 45,100 
tons displacement; two at Pembroke, 
6,790 tons; two at Chatham, — 1,240 
tons; and one at Portsmouth, 22,500 
tons. In private yards, fifty-one war 
vessels are being built for the British 

uavy, of a total tonnage of 226,385.

THE SASKATCHE- 
WAN WATERWAY 


Ottawa, Nov. 1.—Survey parties of 
the government are returning from 
their season’s work, among them be- 
ing those engaged in inquiring into 
the feasibility of the construction of 
a waterway from Winniper to the 
Rockies by way of the Saskatchewan 
river. While the survey has not been 
completed, it is stated that it has been 
demonstrated that a waterway can be 
built without any insuperable difficul- 
tics. The nine-foot part of it from 
the head of Lake Winnipeg to Lapas 
would cost three millions anu rough- 
ly speaking the whole would entail 
an expenditure of fifteen millions. 
The revenue from the development of 
60,000 horsepower at Grand Falls 
would, it is estimated, be more than 
sufficient to pay interest on the total 
outlay from Lapas. A five-foot water- 
way 1s proposed. If this needed grain 
route is constructed, Canada will have 
the greatest system of inland water- 
ways in the world, extending from the 
Atiantic to the Rockies save for the 
distance between Fort William and 
Winnipeg. The survev of the Saskat- 
chewan will be continued next year, 
but until it is completed, of course, 
no appropriation for construction will 
ye made,
